SALE OF BICYCLES 
MAXIMUM PRICES ORDER 


Maximum prices have been fixed for 
pedal bicycles by Order of the Minister 
for Supplies, which became operative 
yesterday. The Minister does not 
purport in this Order to fix a price for 
every class of bicycle, but a maximum, 
or “ceiling,” price is fixed, above 
which no bicycle, new or second-hand, 
can be sold, 

The Order prohibits the sale or 
purchase of pedal bicycles (except 
tandem bicycles) at prices exceeding 
the following :— 

Unused pedal 
tandem bicycle or 
bicycle), £10. 

Unused carrier pedal bicycle, ~£12 

8. 

Pedal bicycle (except a tandem 
bicycle or carrier pedal bicycle) which 
has been used, £8. 

Carrier pedal bicycle which has been 
used, £10. 

The prices above cover all normal 
equipment, with the exception of an 
ctlbath gearease, in which case an 
additional charge of £1 may be made. 

Second-hand bicycles have been 
offered recently for sale at prices rang- 
ing as high as £15 and £20, 

Some traders, it is stated, endeavour 
to evade the maximum prices Order by 
selling tyres and tubes at the fixed 
prices, but making it a condition of 
the. sale that they will fit the tyre or 
tube to the bicycle, and charging a 
price for this service wholly out of 
proportion to its value. An Order 
shortly -will be made to prohibit sales 
which are subject to such conditions.

GOVERNOR IN INDIA 


NEW DELHI, Monday.—Sir Regi- 
nald Dorman-Smith, Governor of 
Burma, who has arrived in India, said :

Jt had been 
predicted there would be risings in 
Tharrawaddy and Shebo immediately 
Rangoon fell, but there were not. The 
people of Tharrawaddy showed no signs 
of disloyalty. In fact, they gave the 
British troops food and water.” 

Denying reports tliat the Administra 
tion of Burma generally failed to stand 
up to the test, he said that it was most 
mischievous to say there was a lack of 
co-operation between the civil and mili- 
tary authorities.

SURRENDER 


TOKYO, Monday. — The uncon- 
ditional surrender of American troops 
on the Philippine Islands of Visayan 
and Mindanao was announced by the 
High Command of the Japanese ex- 
peditionary force in the Philippines. 
The offer, it said, was made at 9.30 
p.m. yesterday by Major-General 
William Sharp, who pledged the sur-. 
render of his troops and gave the order 
to lay down arms.—(Reuter.) 

Japanese Imperial Headquarters 
claim that in five months of Japanese 
Army and Air Force operations in 
Burma Allied losses include 554 air- 
craft shot down or destroyed on the

65 the number of Japanese vessels 
sunk or damaged by U.S. submarines 
since Pearl Harbour, A British

AMERICAN REPUBLICS 


Mr. Cordell Hull stated that negotia- 
tions regarding the future status of 
Martinique have not reached the stage 
of calling in the American Republics, 
under the agreement reached at the 
Conference of Havana in 1940. Under 
tha terms of. this agreement it was 
decided that they would jointly occupy 
a European-owned possession in the 
Western Hemisphere if such action 
| became necessary, to prevent its use 
for the benefit of the Axis. 

Under the machinery established, 
any one of the American Republics 
could, in an emergency, seize control of 
the threatened territory on behalf of 
the American Republics. The United 
States Government, after being in- 
formed by M. Henry Haye of France’s 
attitude, will maintain the line of 
policy set forth in Saturday’s announce- 
ment—that it will deal directly with 
the French High Commissioner,

SUGAR TO MAKE JAM 


If you can prove that you have home- 
grown fruit with which you’ intend to 
make jam for your own use you can 
obtain up to three stone of sugar 
above your ration for the purpose. 

During the soft fruit season, from 


purchases fruit for making his own jam 
can obtain 7 lb. of sugar. If the fruit 
is his own he will get 14 lb. During 
the hard fruit season—September 1 to 
November 30—if he purchases or 
gathers fruit he can have a stone of 
sugar, and if he grows his own fruit 
two stone of sugar. Any householdér 
who has made and sold jam in 1941, 
and intends to do the same this year, 
can write to the Department of Sup- 
lies for a permit to purchase sugar 
or the purpose. .The maximum quan- 
tity of sugar which may be made avail- 
able will be on the basis of the quan- 
tity of jam made and sold during 1941.

“Never before has he sounded the 
militant/ note, which ran through all 
his words like the call of a bugle,” 
says the Baltimore Sun. In place of 
the earlier talk about blood, sweat and 
tears, ‘‘ there was an assurance for the 
united nations and a challenge to the 
enemy—a challenge which seemed to 
be uttered in the confident knowledge 
that. it can be backed. His whole speech 
seemed to foreshadow the complete 
abandonment of defensive action in 
favour of the offensive operations for 
which so many voices are calling.”’ 

The Washington Post says :—‘‘ We 
need only contrast Churchill's con- 
fident remarks, plus the speeches of 
Roosevelt anc Stalin, with the 
apologetic, self-justificatory address by 
Hitler to his Reichstag to see how 
decidedly the tables have turned since 
the spring of 1940.’’

SERVICES CARS 


Another matter about which there 
should be no misunderstanding is the 
use of vehicles in connection with the 
Local. Defence Force, Local Sectrity 
Force, A.R.P., Red Cross and organi- 
sations formed in connection with the 

resent emergency. These vehicles are 
in no different: position from any other 
permitted vehicles and can operate 
only under a permit from the Depart- 
ment of Supplies. The use of a label 
indicating that a car is employed on 
these services does not relieve the 
owner of his obligations under the 
order, and does not confer any 
immunity from the penalties attaching 
to the use of a vehicle without a 
permit. 

Garage proprietors have been granted 
permits for use with trade plates to 
meet the. legitimate needs of their 
business, but already there are indica- 
tions of abuse of the privilege, and if 
these abuses continue it may be neces- 
sary to reconsider the position. Any 
garage proprietor who allows his trade 
plate licence to be misused will, apart 
from any other penalties, at once lose 
his permit together with the petrol 
allowance for his trade plate. and these 
will not be restored for the duration 
of the emergency. 


PARAFFIN OIL 


The Minister for Supplies has for 
some time been concerned with the 
waste of paraffin oil involved in the 
practice of using this oil in motor 
vehicles. and the Emergency Powers 
(Use of Kerosene in Motor Vehicles) 
Order, 1941, was made to deal with the 
situation. Last week a building con- 
tractor was fined £20 in the Dublin 
District Court for an offence under this 
Order, and other cases are pending. The 
quantity of paraffin oil available for 
harvesting operations is extremely 
limited, and its misuse in motor vehicles 
might have serious repercussions on the 
production of food. It may be taken
